CONTROL OF INTESTINAL 

WORMS IN SV.I CE 

The young pig is subject to para¬ 
sitic Invasion by at least eight diff¬ 
erent rpcclcs of werms, of which the 
round worm i.Ascarid) is by f."r the 
most common. The common round 
worm of swine cruse unthr finc"s 
and increased mortality in young 
pigs, nnd Increased tre cost of feed 
required to roar pigs lo market 
weight. The most excellent breeding 
stock together with the best feeds 
ard skilled feeding, will be product¬ 
ive of greatly reduced profits when 
young pigs arc allowed to hccome In¬ 
fested with worms. The commn 
round worm is found practically 
wherever pigs arc reared, and very 
few herdfl are entirely free from the 
pest. The infestation Is more serlou" 
on farm where hogs arc rai.sed In 
large numbers In the same yards .and 
runways, year after year, end on 
farm.s where little attention Is paid 
to sanitation. Estimates o'atained 
from 2 of the l-argcr packing plirts 
in Winnipeg rhow from onc-'.rird to 
one- half of all hogs slaughtered in 
their plants to he infested wiht worms. 

Feeding records kept at tin Dom- 
in'on Experimental Farm, Brandon, 
shew the feed cost to rear worm In- 
fe.sted pigs to market weight to be 
$2.32 more than the cost to feed to 
rear a worm free pig to the .average 
market weight of 200 pounsr. 

Young pigs show the effect of lh3 
ravages of worm Infestation more 
than older ones. Mature pifs may 
harbour a large number cf worms 
without apparant effect on the 
health of the Individual. Mature plgJ 
that arc infested with worms provide 
a continous source cf infstntlon for 
the young pigs that may have access 
to the same pens or the same yards.. 

The effect:; of worm Infcstatloa 
may be summarized as follow.:: 

1. A severe Infestat'on of worms In 
the young pig will cause death in a 
few weeks. 

2. Infc.station in n le.sacr degree wil 
regard growth and Inlerfere with the 
general .shift of the pigs. 

3. Worm Infestation weakens the 
young pig’s vitality, and predisposes 
him to Euch diseases as "thump3’’and 
hronoho-pneumonla. 

The financial losses due to worm In 
fcstatlon arc caused by:— 

1. Increased mortality In suckling 
,aud weanling pigs. 

I 2. General unthrjfttless in the young

The Week in the 
Alberta Legislature 

Tre Fourth Session of the Sixth ^ 
Legislature of Alberta was brought 
to a close under unprecedented cir¬ 
cumstances, the Legislative Building 
being virtually in a state of siege. 
Members, officials, press repreoentajt- 
Ives, were carefully scrutinized by a 
codon of police as they entered for 
the session of Thusday evening: ,al( 
others were denied entrance. Such 
precautions were taken following rum 

? r3 that th unemployed planned to 
liter into the corrldos and galleles in 
small groups and when in sufftticnt 
numbes to interrupt the proceedings. 
On Tuesday, Wednesday, and Thurq- 
day afternoons they had marched in 
considerable numbers to the House 
but had been refused admission 
tho their deputations bad been list¬ 
ened to. Now apparently they had dec 
Idcd on a change of tactics and sur.e 
enough at 7:80 a small knot of unem- . 
ployed sauntered up to the main en¬ 
trance to he met by an Impressive 
line of determined looking Provincial 
Police. As more of the discontented 
came up some murmuring could be 
heard but no offer to storm the app- 
roachs was made. Many citizens who 
had come to see the prorogation cer¬ 
emonies were necessarily disappoin¬ 
ted but they may look forward to 
next year’s closing. 

The two days of the adjourned sess¬ 
ion were Indeed crowded for the mem¬ 
bers managed to get in much useful 
bin passing as well as to listen to.ex¬ 
tensive debates on the Donatvllle Socr 
lety and thg Edmonton City Charter. 
Discussion of the activities of the 
Donatvllle Society under the provis¬ 
ions of the Algeria Co-dp. Credit Act 
and of the working of the Co-op. Mar 
keting Aaaclations UuarsBtee Act 
Took up a great deal of time. The re¬ 
port of the public accounts committee 
showed laxity of supervision in .the 
Donatvllle affair but expre.^sed the 
hope that under new control such con 
ditions would not occur egain. This 
did not satisfy the Liberals, Geo. 
Webster, Calgary, and J. W. Frame. 
Athabasca, who offered an amendm¬ 
ent definitely censuring the Treasury 
Departmet, demanding more care In 
future, and asking an Immediate 
audit of every credit society In the 
province. The amendment was defeat¬ 
ed 44-9 but an amendment by F. J. 
White, Labor leader, requiring an 
annual audit of all such societies was 
carried by the .same numbers. , . 

Debate on tlje, .amendments lo t,he 
Edmonton City Charter tooli up 
much time and called for'ih sppic .Im- 
passlonal oratorty. Clause 10 caused 
all the trouble. At the Ia.st civic el¬ 
ections the citizens of Edmonton by 
a large number agreed with the de- 
nesday half holiday eleven nionth? Ip 
mand of the retail clerks for a Wed- 
the year. The Cltv Council decided 
however to have the Wed. half-holi¬ 
day from! May to August and to 
give the clerks a St- day week tor 
the rest of the title without clo.slng 
stores. The Assembly in Committee 
was faced with the dilemma: wheth¬ 
er to pass the clause as reque.sted by 
theCily Council letting It take tlie 
responsibility at the next city ele- 
ectlon or whether it should take into 
account tho clearly cxpre."scd wiil of 
‘he people. Mr. Lymbum, who'a- 
long with Col.Weaver championed the 
cause of the City Council thought 
that the people hadn’t really under¬ 
stood the question at Issue. He caus¬ 
ed some Ironical merriment iby saying 
that the people had not followed tpe 
Issue In the editorial column" of 
Edmonton Journal. To the Attorney 
General's statement that thd quest¬ 
ion was one for the storekeepers to 
decide and that shorter hours mjght 
cause some to fall, the Laboc member 
for Edmonton C- L- Gibbs,, maiie pn 
eloquent reply, proaeatlng ^fiipst 
such "blue-ruin" arguments. The 
Committee decided to leave It to the 
City Council by a vote of 22-214 a 
the U.F.A. party about evenly. Since 
vote which divided the cabinet and 
votes in Committee are not recorded. 
Fred White moved, when the hill 
came up for third reading, to re-com- 
mlt It to committee to atrlke out 
Clause 10. This manoeuvre led to a 
division in which his mo^^lon wm lost 
7-42, only ope U.F,^, pipmber, Mr. 
Washburn. Stqny Plalp, now voting 
with tho Labor group.

DID YOl' EVFU STOP TO TIW.N 


The Labor leader, F. J, White, 
took occasion on Thursday evening 
to pay tribute to the government for 
Ita handling of the unemployment itt- 
uatlon. Alucrta had done more than 
any other province to meet the dlfflc 
ulty. The Ijibor members had vlr.lted 
the camps and had found the cccdl- 
ttona BUtlafactory. Mr. White asked 
that the camps be kept open a I tile 
longer and advised an appeal to the 
federal government. Mr. Brownlee In 
reply stated that the camps were t)clng 
■losed for lack of patrons. Wlille the 
inemployed would work In the city 
oi $1 n day, only 1 In 25 would go 
to the country to do similar work 
hr $10.50 n week with board at $7. 
The aid given to date had cost the 
rrovince over a quarter of a million 
in addition to what the cities had paid 
mt. The Premier thought that some 
value had been received for the money. 
The present trouble was due to prof- 
•sslcnal organizers who had come In 
iTom San Francisco and Toronto. The 
kTcvernmcnt was not taking any steps 
[against the.se men so ns not to give 
any provocation for violence. 

Amendments of Bill 14. An Act re 
'pccting thg Transfer of the Natural 
Resources to Alta, were passed with 
I nd difficulty. These additional clau- 
•es permit the Province to appeal tc 
th' Supreme Court In regard to public 
lands granted by the Dominion prior 
to the formation of the Province. 

The passage of the bill "respecting
